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KNOX PEACE RESOLUTION TAKEN 


BY FOREIGN RELATIONS COMMITTEE 


Washington, April 21.—The Foreign Relations Committee 


today took up Senator Knox's resolution restoring technical 
peace between the United States and the central European 
powers. There was no indication of a hitch in the Adminis- 
tration's program which indicates an early report on the reso- 
lution and its adoption by the Senate at an early date. 


The probable attitude of the Democrats, however, had 


iTiTf been made clear before the committee met. There will be 
Nome Democratic opposition beyond doubt. 
There probably 


will be difference of opinion among Republican Senators as 
to th« form of the resolution but the vote will be there to adopt 
it in just whatever form Knox, Lodge and the rest of the 
leaders want it. 


The resolution as it now stands repeals the war declara- 


tion against Germany of April 6, 1917, and provides for the 
Hafe-guarding of American rights by withholding a settlement 
with Germany on the alien property now held by this govern- 
ment until Germany has ratified a peace treaty 
with 
the 


United States and has made arrangements for the liquidation 
of American claims. This includes the American claims foi 
loss of shipping by the U-boat warfare. 


The resolution also reserves to the United States the rights 


it would have hud under the Treaty of Versailles had the Sen- 
ate ratified it.
